Real Estate Dealers Notice 
Spirited Move to

Upland property valued at ap- 
proximately $1,444,887 figured in 
transactions since the first of the 
year up until June 30, 
made by the two local banks to- 
day revealed. 

‘As this is the first time such a 
report has been made for any six- 
month period, no comparisons can 
be made, but the banking officials 
and real estate men said that it 
was undoubtedly a record. Most 
of the property involved in the 
gales is citrus groves. 

The spirited dealings are an in- 
dication of the demand for local 
orange and lemon trees. Starting 
early last fall, an increased de- 
mand has been noted among the 
Upland realtors for groves. In- 
quiries have increased, with sev- 
eral sales setting 2 record for the 
amount of consideration. Several 
groves have been sold for $3000 
to $3500 an acre. 

Several of the sales here were 
handied by outside firms, conse- 
quently the total given does not 
represent all the transactions. 
Sales of citrus property have fig- 
ured in most of the business done 
py the local realtors, but residen- 
tial lots and houses have also ex- 
perienced a change of ownership. 

The First National Bank and 
the United Security Bank and 
Trust Co. tabulated the escrow 
dealings and the two reports were 
added to give the total of $1,444,= 
387.

Most of the speakers stressed 
the point that lack of facilities is 
the greatest drawback to the de- 
velopment of interest in the sport 
of riding.. It does not take money. 
to own a horse and riding clothes, 
and the sport can be enjoyed by 
everyone, Mr. Campbell said. 

“Golf togs are popular now be- 
cause the sport has been popu- 
larized,” he continued. “TI hope 
that riding togs will become just 
as popular.” 

Cost Is Little 

Cost of making a bridle path is 
‘so little that expense cannot be 
given as an excuse for the lag- 
gard attitude taken by so many 
people, Mr. Campbell explained. 
For what it would cost to pave 
one mile of street, Upland could 
build the most picturesque and 
longest bridle path in the United 
States, according to the state- 
ments. 

As soon as preliminary plans 
can be completed an effort will be 
made to form a breakfast club, 
following which will be action look- 
ing toward the improvement of 
this city’s famous Euclid avenue 
and bridle path. 

Around the Upland Riding Acad- 
emy, southland horsemen are cen- 
tering their interest.

Publisher of Upland’s First 
Newspaper is Summoned

LIVED HERE FOR 31 YEARS 


Funeral Services Planned by 
Odd Fellows Tomorrow

Residents of Upland today are 
mourning the death of J. Her- 
man Herman, pioneer resident, 
who died suddenly in his apart- 
ment shortly after 8 o’clock Wed- 
nesday night. The end came 
suddenly and while be was rest- 
ing and visiting with a friend. 
A tragedy in his early life had 
made him a little shy and while 
nearly every person here knew 
and respected Mr. Herman very 
few knew him intimately. 

He was one of the town’s early 
pioneers, having ‘come here 31 
years ago, and in those: days 
when Upland was known as 
North Ontario he had owned 
and published Upland’s first 
newspaper, “The Mirror,” having 
been associated in the business 
with Guy Bodenhamer, who has 
since moved away. Twenty-eight 
years ago he sold his paper to 
BE. C. Westland, who changed the 
name of the publication to The 
Upland News. For many years 
Mr. Herman was connected with 
the Upland Citrus Growers as- 
sociation, a position which he re* 
tained vntil three years ago when 
he resigned to look after his 
business interests. ay 

During all these years Mf. 
Herman had retained a love for 
writing and newspaper work and 








last year he wrote and edited 
the column known as “The 
Rambler,” which was published 


weekly in The Upland News. He | 
was a great reader and a well; 


informed man and_ since his 
death there has come to light a 
little volume of poems entitled 
“Songs of the Sunset Trail” that 
he wrote years ago. 

J. Herman Herman was born 
63 years ago in Tell City, Ind., 
and before coming to Upland he 
had lived in Chicago where he 
had owned a _ printing plant. 
Left to survive him are two 
brothers, George, who lives in 
Chicago, and William Herman of 
Tell City, Ind, and one sister 
and an aunt and cousin who 
also live in Tell City. He was a 
brother-in-law of Mrs. E. P. 
Chaffey of Los Angeles and when

UPLAND PAYS THE 
INTEREST ON DEBT 


City Still Owes the Sum of 
$289,000 On Its 
Bonds 


Lifting the mortgage from the 
old homestead has yielded as a 
home town pastime to lifting the 

mortgage from the municipal roof. 
according to a report issued by 
State Controller Ray L. Riley. A 
pastime in which the city of Up- 
land has joined quite heartily. 

A‘ jump in the aggregate bond- 
ed debt of California municipal- 
ities from $65,573,033.51 in 1911 to 
a grand total of $329,844,401.09 
in 1927 is noted in the Riley state- 
ment, and indicates the weight of 
the civic mortgage. 

The only rosy side to this debt 
leiowa is that during the same per- 
iod the cities reported a gain of 
from $1,464,253,127 to $4,578,446,- 
821 in the vaiue of non-operative 
property within the confines of the 
state’s 268 cities. 
| Upland, in a spirit of civic pride, 
bonded itself for the improvement 
of the city, according to Riley, and 
still has an outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness of $289,000.00. 

But the city is already engaged 
in “lifting the municipal mort- 
gage,” a payment of $3,125.00 on 
the bonded debt being made dur- 
ing the last year in addition to in- 
terest te@ the amount of $12,841.25, 
according to the state controller. 

California cities are making 
large payments on their debts 
some $11,776,665.33 being applied 
on the redemption of bonds last 
year while over fifteen and a half 
| million were paid out for interest 
| on municipal bonds. 











What To Do If You Are 
Involved In Accident 


Police chiefs in California have 
commenced a war on “hit and 
run” drivers, and on the driver 
who fails to report accidents 
where persons are injured, accord- 
ing to the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

Section 141 of the Vehicle Act 
requires these five things of a 
motorist in case of accident: He 
must immediately stop; he must 
render necessary assistance; he 
must give his registration num- 
ber to the other party involved; 
likewise his name and address; 
likewise the names and addresses 
of those in his car up to five in 
number. 

In addition, Section 142 re- 
quires a report of accident to be 
filed when anyone suffers injury. 
The report must be made to the 
Division of Motor Vehicles at Sac- 
ramento. Should the accident oc- 
cur in a city, then the report 
should be made to the local police 
department.

FORMATION OF 
0, CALIFORNIA 


Many Million Years Ago Moun- 
tain Making Movements 
Affected State 





Three hundred years ago South- 
ern California came under the pur- 
view of the white man, but it was 


many millions of years before that | 
that Nature began to prepare the | 
place for him, according to Pro- | 


fessor W. J. Miller of the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles, 
who has recently completed the 
first systematic study of the phys- 
jography of the mountains of Ver- 
dugo mountains and the San Ra- 
fael hills. Professor Miller's dis- 
cussion of his findings has just 


been published as a bulletin of the | 
Geological Sciences of the univer-| 
region covered com- | 


sity. The 
prises an area of 600 square miles. 

Many millions of years ago, ac- 
cording to Professor Miller, dur- 
ing the Sierra Nevada revolution, 
profound mountain-making move- | 
ments affected most of California, | 
including the region of the San 
Gabriel mountains. Then for long 
ages the wearing-down processes 
of erosion so altered Southern Cal- 
ifornia that no high mountains 
were left. About the beginning of | 
the present, or Quarternary, per-| 
jod of geological time, several 
great fractures, known as faults, 
began to develop on all sides of 
what is now the San Gabriel moun- | 
tain region. 

The whole vast earth block lying 
between these faults was then bod- 
ily pushed up thousands of feet, 
or nearly to the present-day height 
of the mountains. During the up- 
lift, which lasted hundreds of 
thousands of years, many deep 
canyons were carved out by the 
erosive streams. Among these 
canyons are Big and Little Tu-| 
junga, Pacoima, Arroyo Seco, | 
Santa Anita, and San Gabriel 

Much of the rock debris carried 
out of the canyons by the streams 
was deposited as alluvial material 
around the base of the mountains. | 
Remnants of the old lowland sur- 
face, now greatly elevated, may be 
seen at such places as Barley Flats 
and Pine Flats at altitudes of about 


6000 feet. 
While it was being upraised, the 
great mountain mass, seventy 


miles long and twenty-five miles | 
wide, was broken into many minor | 
blocks which were variously ele- 
vated and tilted, according to Pro- 
fessor Miller. These tremendous | 
forces of elevation were in oper- 
ation during the Ice Age when the 
northwestern United States and 
most of Canada were buried un- | 
der ice.
